Charges Create Sensation. 


Senator Morgan took the floor soon 
after the senate went Into executive 
session and at first gained slight at 
tention until Ids charge« were develop 
ed.

other senators who knew them: they 
were the original concessionaries In 
Santo Domingo and a treaty had been 
drawn up between them and the Do

It wa - charged that M r f ’romwell rep

It is declared uy K* pub 
Mean -enators rhar the treaty gave 
everything to Santo Ikmiingo, conces­ 
sions to the Reader« and practically 
nothing to tbe United State«.

senators subsequently declared

charge« ba-ed upon »uch a document 
were not entitled to consideration. 
Senator Uoraker defended Mr. Crom ­ 
well. »aylng that be knew him profes­ 
sionally and believed him incapabie of 
the acts charged.
